Indian vs. White Labor. 

At the iniliistrial meeting held here on 
Ihi! 12lli i'lst ) a speaker remarked that while 
liu u;is strongly in fiivor of the movement, 
uikt!ii 111 ii.-* briiailesi sansB, he was not in 
i;iv()r ^1" .■inii.liiiii 10 i-he liidustfial E.xhibilion 
objmita merely for ilie purpose of curio.sity. 
Hb vieweit Ihe.-iut'ject in a practical light, 
ami was de-woiw ilJ«t the re.su lis to he ai- 
tiiiiietl frutn an exhiljiiioii of the .staple pro- 
duotiins of thH country, -li 'old have a [>os- 
itiv anil piMotioiil be.n iii^ on oiu fnliirL' iii- 
ttfre.-its; tiiat it should tend to the develoi)- 
mn.ir. of our resoniros I'y tlie iiurodiiftiiiii 
of capital, 1 llie ii,(liict;inei)t of eini^^ra- 
tioii 10 (ii.r inheres. Aiioilier speaker ex- 
pressed llie beliet tliat the eAliihiliuii of In- 
dian curiosities Would show to Ihe capital- 
ists of Kii^huid "thai there was bone, 
,■ uscle, eiuT-y and intellect here waiting 
for employment." 

Were the prime object of the movement 
the enrntmenl of the sympathies of the 
people of Khyland in behalf of Ihe native 
laue, with a view lo their evangelization— 
their coutersion irom heathenism to Christi- 
anity— and tho B.xhibltion of their haiuli- 
wotk to serve as an evidence of native in- 
genuity and intellectual worth, we would 
concur that such a display would be quite 
in keeping with the object had in view ; but 
that such 111 e.\hibiliun of Ind ian curiosities 
would have ihe most remote tLMidency to 
draw eupifa' to our shnies for investrnenl, is 
an idea so palpably absurd ami visionary 
tb.atona wouKI be almost led to believe thai 
it WIS uttered witlioul reflection, and not 
ofTered as a deliberate expression of opinion 
onasutiject of so ;;rual importiiice. 

Is it to be supposed that men of capitnl 
will bo induced to invest 'heir means in the 
mamraeture of Indian eanoej*, slate pipes, 
ornamental whistles, and auoh like produc- 
loina of native " energy and intellect ?" 
And yet we are at a loss lo pBrcaiyo in what 
olher respect the labors of the natives can 
be made available. To engage in active and 
Uiiefol pursuits they will not, except some 
mere drudgery ; and thou-h ttiey are pos- 
sessed of '• bone, muscle, ener^-y and intel- 
lect,'' their habits of indolence, roarnini,' 
propensities, and natural lepu-naace lor 
manual kbur, to-etlier with a lliirf^'ish dis- 
position which appears to be an iiiheieiit 
char.icteristii) ol the Indian race, lotally dis- 
qualifies them from ever becoihil»|; either 
useful or desirable citizens. Tub efforts of 
the la.<t fifty yenrs both in the Canadas and 
in Ihe United Stales, where every exertion 
has been used to iinpiove the social and 
moral conditi..n of the nalive popalation,and 
redeem them from their wandering and idle 
habits, by the adoption of industrialpursuits, 
have proved a decided iaiture,so far,at leasi, 
as turning their *'bone,mu«cle and inieliec»" 
to any useful or practical account, is con- 
cerned. So it will be here, lor sve have not 
the most remote idea that the Indiiins of this 
coast will prove an exception to the general 
rule. 

The description of " bone, muscle and 
intellect" thai is required here, ditiers ma- 
terially from the Indian or Afnc;in. It is

the philanlhropic eflorls of the missionary 
a id school teacher lo train tbem to indus- 
trial pursuits, or even virtue, will prove of 
non-elTecl. We have .icular demonstration 
of Ibis fact in our very midst. Notwith- 
slanding the Indian tribe.^ of these colonies 
have been for the last thirty years under 
the protection of tho Hudson iJay Company, 
and have enjoyed the benign influences of 
their boasted labor.s in tho great work of 
their redemption from barbarism, the men 
t.i-dav are a horde of thieves and cut-throats, 
and the woiueii a community of prostitulos. 
Aliiiouiih snidi is a most lamentable fact, 
yet il is the inevitable result of intercourse 
with a white population. To suppose that 
it will ever be otherwise so long as such in- 
tercourse is piermittnd, is like hoping against 
hope. Were steps taken to lemove ihem 
beyond the lonob of contaminating influ- 
euoe, then there would be a bare pnssihility 
that their condition might be .•"omewhat im- 
proved by a proper course of moral and in- 
lellcetuiil training, and their pliysical ener- 
gies turned to a protiiable actonnt. As an 
inferior race, however, we believe they moat 
give way in order U make room fur a race 
Muire eiiliylitened, and by nature and habits 
belter lilteil to perform the task of convert- 
in.,' wdiat is now a wilJeiness into produc- 
Uvt fields and nappy homes. They never 
can successfully compete with the whites ; 
for although iheir services may be had at a 
much cheaper rale, their indolent habits, 
dishonest disposition, and intellectual degro 
dntion will ever cause the labor of tho white 
man to be preferre d to that of th e Indian. 

V.ANCOUVKU IsL.tM) TiMLKii.— The geo- 
graphical distribution of the cone-bearing 
U-ees is vary exiensive. They attain their 
lines! pioporiions in the temperate part.s of 
the norlhem hemisphere, in a dry, cool soil, 
among the debris of granite and other primi- 
tive rocks, or in barren sandy districts. 
Tlieir power of occupying the ground in 
such places is so great as to prevent eflect- 
ually the vegetation of other species. In 
the northern parts of Europe and along tho 
eastern and western sides of North America, 
within the same latitudes, extensive tracts 
of country are covered with pines and firs 
to the exclusion of almost every other tree. 
In Vancouver Island a similar etTect has 
been produced by the thick and close ytowih 
of several species of large pines, among 
which the .Miies Dmijlassii holds a lirst 
place. The commercial namo of this tree 
is the Vancouver led pine. It prevail.s 
throughout tho island and generally in the 
north-west of America from south of the 
Columbia river to about as liigh as sixty de- 
grees north. Though only introduced re- 
cently into European ftiarkets, it promises 
lo become an article of commercial import- 
ance. A number of spars of the Douglas 
pine, sent from this quarter to England, 
have bean converted into masts for mer- 
chant vessels, and have given aatisfaclion 
in every case to the owners. They have 
also been used by different Earopcan gov- 
ernmenta. The Vancouver le.l pine has to 
compete in ICuropo with iho well-known 
Riga spars, which hitherto, have been riiucli 
used for masting lar;^!; vessels , but the sup- 
ply from that quarter is almost exhiiusted. 
An experiineiit.Tl comparison of ilie-<e two 
woods has given about indetitieal results as 
regards the in.'aii resistance \vli":i h»iiig 
bent and broken, ijut their densities differed 
notably to tlin advantage of tho Vancouver 
wood. Tho c.Mraordinary si/.e, siraiglitiiess 
and uniform thickness of Iho trees, their 
slrengih and lle;(ibiliiy, the regularity and 
beauty of the grain, their durability, freeness 
from knots and sap wood, and their general 
soundness, place these trees almost beyond 
competition in point of quality, and espe- 
cially lit them for ihe masting of lurge 
vessels. 

At Nanaimo.— From Capt, Pike, the pilot, 
who arrived from Nanaimo yesterday morn- 
ing, we learn that the foUowing vessels are 
at Nanaimo taking in cargoes of coal : Barks 
Hauplmann Von der Luhe, Georgiann, ami 
Frances Pnlmei. Il is unfortunate that 
greater facilities do not e-xist at llio mines 
for supplying vessels wilh cargoes moro 
speedily than at present; but ue under- 
stand some improvemenls in the inacliiiiery 
are contemplated, which will tend to leino- 
dy ih« ob.siKclos. __________

THE BRITISH GOLGNIST 
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Sui-POSED VOVI. 1'i.aY — SlNUUI.AK CIR- 
CUMSTANCE. — We yesterday briefly alluded 
to the fact that the body of Harri.son White, 
long a respectable resident of Fort IIopo, U. 
C, had been found floating in Fraser River, 
ubout twelve miles above the mouth of Har- 
rison Kiver, with marks of violence upon it. 
Mr. White had been missing from his place 
ofirosidence for six week8. He was a part- 
ner with John Coe in the saw-mill at Fort 
Hope, and had resided there for. some two 
yeATB. When he was' first missed, Mr. Coc, 
his partner, slated that he feared he had left 
tiie rirer, because he had in his possession 
some money belonging to the concern which 
ha had neglected or refused to account for. 
So fully did Mr. Coe appear to be impressed 
with this idea that ho visited New West- 
minster, ami learning from some parties that 
a man looking like him was at I'oinl Rob- 
erts, W. T., ho advertised him in the New 
Westminster paper anil cautioned people 
generally to beware of him. As Mr. White 
was a steady, industrious man, the Fort Hope 
people wondered at his strange conduct, 
and many doabted the report circulated as 
to his rascality, and believed that ho had 
been foully dealt with. The community 
were about divided on the subject when the 
intelligence arrived that his mutilated re- 
mains had been found floating iu the river. 
The body was brought to Hope, and a coro- 
ner's investigation held, the result of whieh 
•we are not yet advised. There is very 
little doubt, however, but lie met his deatli 
foully at the hands of Indians or whilo men. 
A most singular circumstance connected 
■with White may not be out of place to men- 
tion here. About three weeks ago, Mr. 
Tliomus Plielan, of this city, received a let- 
ter from a friend ia Sonera county, Califor- 
nia, inquiring as to the whereabouts of de- 
jceased, and stating that a large fortune had 
been loft him by a relative who had lately 
died in the United States. Mr. Phelan cor- 
responded with Mr. Ballou, of the Fraser 
River Express Company, as to his place of 
residence, and on Sunday received for an 
answer: ''The body of Harrison While was 
picked up near Harrison Kiver la<l week. 
There are mark.^i of violence on liis person, 
and he is supposed to have been murdered." 
By the next arrival from the river we e.\pect 
full particu lars. 

A Sice Chinaman. — Yesterday after- 
noon, a Chinaman was found lying on the 
ground in the vicinity of Rock Kay, in a 
comatose state, and evidently l.iboiing un- 
der the effects of a narcotic. Oliicer Wek-h 
ordered some of his countrymen residing in 
the vicinity — who at first refused to have 
anything to do wiih him — to take liim into 
their house, and tcid tliein he should hold 
liieni respoiisiliie if ihe in;in died. Near 
where he was lyiiii?, a .''igii, with some China 
characters, and the word doctor " in Eng- 
lish, painted on it, was found. The suppo- 
siiion is that the poor fellow bad, by rom i 
unaccouutuble mistaKe, taken a dose of his 
own medicine, and hence his distressed 
condition. 

— The steamer Otter, 
while entering the rnoiiih ol Fraser River, 
on Tr.ilay evening last, struck a huge snag, 
and very narrowly escaped a seiioiis acci- 
dent. The sna(( struck her in the stern, be- 
tweeu the rudder and the screw, and slop- 
ped her instantly. She hung on the snag 
for a few moments, and it was at first sup- 
posed had mot with a serious injury ; but 
upon examination it was ascertamed that no 
damaged hud been sustained. In about fif- 
teen minutes she swung off from the ugly 
customer and proceeded on her way. Two 
men were slightly scratched in the face by 
splinters from the mi;i'j.
